The following communication appears in the
Boston Transeript:—WIIl you oblige me by mak-
Ing public the extraordinary and interesting
‘rlwut‘:mvuml of the sppearsnce of a new aod
irilliant star, in the heavens, doubtless & vacia-
bie star of long period ¥

Mr. Seth C. Chandler, Jr., of Boston, & young
astroromer of great earnestness and promise,
has been for a eonsiderable tima engaged in the
caretul determination of stellar masnitudes,
with & view to the discovery of any variability
which may exist, and has aleeady found resson
to suspeet fluctuations in the brillancy of seve-
rial stars heretolore &up{:sed constant. Un
Monday evening, May 14, betng about to repeac
some observations of the magnitude of the stars
in the constellation of the Northern: Crown, he
Beroeh'ed % new star in that well-known group,

righter than any of the others, with one excep-

tion, #nd cerunnly brighter than the third
mugunitude, The recent unfavorable westher
had greatly interfered with observations, but he

15 positive that, three weeka previous, no star
wis there of sufficient brightiness (o atteact at-
tention.

The new star is close to the star Epsilon
Coronw, from which it 18 distaut less than a
degree in declination, and is this evening u very
conrplenous obleet, being <till as brgat as an
gtir but one 1n the constellation, althongh it
seema th have dimmished fu brillinney by at
lenst six tenths of & magnitude within the last
twenty lour hours,

(n the 14th, ar 11 o'clock P. M., its brizhtness,
by Mr, Chandler's comparison, wis between that
of Bets ond Gamma Herculis, rather nearer to
the latter: ceriainly two<hirds of & muenitude
brighter than cither Beta or Gamma Coronw, or
Epsilon Hercubs, and very deqdedly beghter
thun Delta Bootis,

Tonight, May 15, at 9 P, M., irs maguitude
was the same as that of Beta Coronn or G mma
Hercuiis, and estimated by Mr, Cunndlerlamt

This corresponds with the position of a star of
the 96 magmtude (i ¢, having sbout one-seven-
tieth part of the light of the faintest star visible
toghe naked eye) mapped down by Argelander,
m his ““Inspection oi the Northern Heavens,”
about the year 1865, It does not uppear ever to
have been regularly observed by say astrono-
mer, and must indeed have been beyond the
reach of most meridinn {vstroments. It the
new star be pot tdentical with the very fajut
obiect noted by Argelander, it 18 so near us
entirely to conceal it.

Such phenomens are not entirely unknown in
the aunals of astronomy. Besides the well-
known cases of the new stars observed by Tycho
Brahe and by Kepler, which suddenly shone
forth with great brilllaney, and disappeared
after a short period—the varinble star Mywa Cols
attains the second magnitude about once in 11
montus—dinnnishiog in the iuterval to exireme
faintness; but very few cases are on record where
&0 grest bnlliancy has besn suddenly man-
fested, The only one fairly comparabla with
this seems to have been the “new & ar” of 1670,
This appesrcd suddenly us a star of the third

| mnagnitude, cisappenred, shone out ouce more,

aftar somewhat more tham two years brcame

The extremely rapid diminotion of light dur-
ing n single duyv forbids any confident expeota-
